EXECUTIVE MANSION, July 26.— The 
President was somewhat restless during the 
night, and the fever, whichſhad subdued after 
our last bulletin, rose again about midnight, 
and continued till 3 a. m., after which it again 
suodued. He is now about as well as yes- 
terday at the same hour. Pulse 102, temper- 
ature 98, respiration 19.

The Night and Morning. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—As indicated in 
this mornine’s bulletin, the last hours of the 
night were not so comfortable for the Presi- 
dent. Until midnight the fever gradually 
subsided. Indications tben were be would 
remain comfortable. Soon, however, there

was noticed a quickening of the pulse. Dr. 
Woodward was at his side and found that the 
fever was increasing. Dr. Bliss was 
aroused, and the two physicians 
watched the patient. There appeared slight 


symptoms of rigor, but for a moment, how- 
ever. No chill followed. The fever con- 
tinued until about 3 o’clock this a. m., and 
then again subsided. When the doctors 
came for the morning examination they 
found he had relished tbe usual nourishment 
and his condition was apparently as good as 
yesterday morning at the same hour. Dr. 
Agnew Mas present when the examination 
was made. It is said the pus is still flowin 

satisfactorilv and nothing can yet be learner 
this morning as to how muchits character is 
improved. 


: Another Operation. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—The consul- 
tation of the physicians in regard to the high 
fever of the President this morning resulted 
in the discovery that some operation must be 
performed to remove some cause of irrita- 
tion. Dr. Agnew said the discharge of pus 
was not satisfactory and the wound appeared 
clogged. The President was then in- 
formed that another operation would be 


necessary. He made no objection. Dr. 
Agnew then thought it unnetessary to ad- 
minister an anesthetic, but went to work at 
once. This was between 8 and 9 0’clock. He 
examined the incision made on Sunday, and 
utting in bis finger to a depth ofabout three 
nches, found that the shattered pieces of rib 
discovered Sunday had formed an obstruction. 
He removed one piece about an inch long,and 
several smaller pieces. This operation was 
far more painful than the one performed 
Sunday, but the President bore it bravely and 
was greatly relieved by it. The old tube was 
returned, but anew one was inserted through 
new incision to the depth of nearly 
inches where it intersects the 
portion of the wound chan- 
nel. Thus the other end of the 
wound will be allowed to close up and heal 
as it will, while* the full discharge} of pus 
will be conducted through the incision. New 
oressings were now applied and the 
fever at once subsided. The Presi- 
dent is now as comfortable as 
could be expected under the circumstances. 
He was greatly weakened by the opera- 
tion, but Dr. Agnew says not dangerously. 
Mr. Crump, who was with him at the time, 
saysthat the President grew pale, but there 
was nothing else about his face to show that 
an operation was being performed. Dr. 
Agnew is quite sure the fever was 
caused by the irritation of the shattered frag- 
ments of the rib. Since the removal the pus 
flowed freely. He is not certain another e- 
ity bas not formed, but does not think it 
likely. This afternoon the wound will be 
dressed again, andif the conditions remain 
favorable the physicians will conclude thev 
have struck the true source of all the latest 
mischief, 


Removing the Bones. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—The Presi- 
cent did not bave a good rest last night. He 
was feverisb, and the fever continued this 
morning. The surgeons held along consul- 
tation lasting from about 8:30 until 10 o’clock. 
Dr. Agnew, who returned last night, said that 
the fever was the result of irritation in the 
waund and tbat all these irritating 
causes must be removed. After discussing 
the situation another operation was deter- 
mined upon. Dr. Agnew sent for instru- 
ments and enlarged the incision made through 
the integument of the back on Sunday so that 


he could insert his finger. He then felt 
splinters of the fractured rib inside the wound, 
andimpinvging upon the track of the wound, 
he began to remove these splinters’ of 
bone, and took out altogether fifteen or twen- 
ty fragments, one of them about an inca long. 
He then, with his finger, raised the fractured 
rib and restored it to its proper and natural 
position. Following this operation the flow 
of pus was much better. When the surgeons 
dressedtbhe wound this morning they discov- 
ered that the discharge had partially stopped, 
tbat in fact it was estirely too slight for the 
condition ofthe wound, and this was one 
thing that determined the surgeons to per- 
form another operation, or rather to enlarge 
the incision of Sunday and to remove all the 
splinters of the bone that 
ceuld be found. After this 
morning's operation the discharge was very 
satisfactory and the President experienced 
prompt relief. Dr. Agnewthen said that he 
vonsidered the President's condition as favor- 
ale, and he hoped for continued benetit from 
the operation. Later on, about noon, Dr. 
Agnew said the President was doing 
wel] He ate a raw egg and took 
some milk and rum for nourishment. This 
morning he slept about half an hour after the 
aperation and expressed himself to Col. 
Rochwell as feeling better. 


Blaine’s Message. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Secretary Blaine 
sent the following to-day: Lowell, Minister, 
London: The President’s symptoms at noon 
to-day are favorable. Several small pieces of 
shattered rib came from the wound this 
morning while dressing it.

A reporter 
found him at his house, when 
when the following conversation took place 
which Dr. Hamilton requested should be re- 
ported verbatim. 

„How was it,“ asked the reporter, that the 
deposit of pus which has caused all 
this recent trouble in the President’s case 
was not discovered sooner.“ 

It was discovered,“ answered the doctor, 
the gentlemen in attendance and 
the reason that they sent 
for Dr. Agnewand me. They would have 
opened the abscess themselves had they not 
thought the duty a very responsible one and 
that it would require but a few hours for us 
to reach there.“ 


“How does this complication affect the 
President's chance of recovery?’ 

“Not very,materially. Of course it pro- 
duces an impression upon the system, but 
other similar obstructions and complications 
may ensue, and still not cause serious alarm.“

England. 

LONDON, July 26.—In the debate in the 
House of Commons yesterday on the Govern- 
ment’s policy in the Transvaal, Gladstone 
showed that peace overtures had begun be- 
fore the disasters to the British occurred. To 
have withdrawn the terms of peace which 
were offered before the disasters occurred, on 
a point of military honor, and to insist on a 
certain number of victims being slaughtered 
to expiate British defeats, would have been 
wicked, cruel and mean. He therefore con- 
tended that the Government had done every- 
thing possible to vindicate the authority of 
the Queen except by shedding more blood. 

GRANVILLE’S CIRCULAR, 

LONDON, July 26.—Lord Granville, For- 
eign Secretary addressed a circular to Her 
Majesty’s diplomatic and consular agents 
abroad, informing them of the decision of the 
Government to make no pecunjary advances 
in the futureto ransom British subjects 
when acting in no public capacity, in the 
event of their capture by brigands in Turkey 
or otber countries. | 

PRESS UNANIMITY. 

LONDON, July 26.—The British press irre- 
spective of politics and individual papers 
agree in expressing the belief that England 
can rely on the good faith of America in en- 
deavoring to prevent a renewal of the overt 
attempts by conspirators against the British 
Government. 

The Manchester Guardian says Americ. will 
doubtless omit no effort within its capacity 
to discharge its obligations, not only towards 
international feilowship, but the common in- 
terest of humenity. The diliicultv is to see 
wbat more America ean doto prevent infer- 
nal machines from being shipped than Eng- 
The same 
journal doubts the wisdom of asking the 
Federal or State authorities to put a check on 
the safety-valve supplied by the vaporings of 
the Fenian press. | 

The Standard thinks the American police 
could by this time bave discovered something 
as to who sbipped the infernal machines. 
“Public opinion,“ it says. Will demand 
u full inquiry and we are sure the American 
Government will consistently with 
its own municipal law, show 
every desire to he!pus. We hope due intel- 
ligence will now bear the same interpretation 
as in the Alabama case. We demand no 
damages. We only ask friendly aid in check- 
ing an infamous conspiracy.” The Moraing 
Post thinks the time has come when America 
should adopt a similar attitude towards 
©’ Donovan. Rossa and others who abuse her 
hospitality as England did towards Johann 
Most. As regards the attempted repetition 
of outrages it says: We will not do America 
the injustice of supposing that only a sense 
of personal risk to her own citizens will 
induce ber to take strongsmeasures.”

It is estim- 
ated 100,000 shares of Wabash preferred were 
placed among European investors, and

Lerada, Who in Love, War and Gold- 
Getting Made things Hum. 
Condensed from the Alta Californian, 

There are many interesting incidents re- 
lated of Leradh, the remarkable Indian who 
for eighteen years ruied the Tepic part of the 
Mexican Republic. Wen a boy he was en- 
gaged in herdivg sheep and cattie on a ranche 
neurthetown of Jaiisco. Every day there 
passed on ber way to and from school a very 
pretty girl, of a wood family, aud an acquaint- 
ance lu gan between them. Sue always had her 
books, and vn her return from school the two 
would retire to sume quiet place where she 
would teach him to read and give him 
tis first ideus of arithmetic and 
gcograpby. Ile was exceedingly apt in learn- 
ing and anxious to acquire Knowledge, and 
he improved itin such a manner that he soon 
became recognized among other Indians as 
superior to them. IIis master often ili-treat- 
¢d bim, and Lerada was viteu heard to sav he 
would revenge bimself. Che acquaintance 
with the girl ripened into love, which was 
reciprocated. He had asked of her parents 
that be might warry her. a proposition that 
was scorned, the family calling him a beggar. 
But be one day killed his master and fled to 
the mountains, taking a number of Indians 
with bim. After increasing the number to 
eighty men, be one night entered Jalisco, 
went to the house of the girl, took heroutand 
killed tho e of the fumily who he deemed had 
insulted him. He ‘oreed the cura of Jalisco 
togowith him to the camp on the moun- 
tains, and When there made him marry him 
to the girl. 

Lerada afterward took to the roadasa 
brigand, and was a terror for miles around. 
Many times troops were sent alter him that 
never returned. About this time came the 
French, Who, hearing of his many exploits 
and influence with the Indians, made over- 
tures tohim to join them, promising $30,000 
per month to pay his men. Lerada aevepted 
and went with 8,000 men to Mazatlan, re- 
ceived the first instailment, came back to 
Tepic, disbanded them aud put the money in 
his pocket. Meafterward received the same 
sum regularly and as regularly he pocketed 
it. This Wasthe beginning of his political 
prominence, and he rapidly made advance- 
ment in bis endeavors for a complete control 
ofthe government of this section 
Republic. He appears to have been a ter- 
ribly revengetul man, and any one that he im- 
agined hud done him any injury tived buta 
little time alter. Ou one occasion, ata bali in 
Tepic, he observed au ofticial of tue Govern— 
mentin conversation Kin a senorita with 
whom be was enamored. 
his own officers to vo to him aud tell him to 
leave the house. Lerada, seeing the official 
still conversing withthe young lady, ayaiu 
called bis officer and asked if he obeyed him, 
and at the same time pointed tothe pistols 
Whichtheoflicer carried, askinzif he was 
aware to What use such an iustrumeut was 
put. “Now, goto that man,“ be said, and 
take bim by the beard and lead him from the 
house.“ The officer, well knowing thatif ne 
disoLeved his own life would be forfeited, 
did as he was told. 

On another occasion he sent an Indian with 
a watch and a sum of money from his place 
at San Luis to Tepic. The Indtan stole both, 
pawning the watch. He was apprehended 
and shot, und so, too, the poor pawnbroker 
and the innocent purchaser of the watch from 
the latte;:—both were arrested and shot by 
order of Lerada. But his ambition. for ex- 
tended power ruined him. His frequent 
successes had led him to believe that he could 
capture Guadalajara, and with 8,000 Indians 
he started for that city, when, after a well 
fought baitie, be was routed and obliged to 
return to Tepic, having lost the prestige he 
had guined in eighteen „ars, as well as the 
confidence of his officers. The latter 
“went back en him,“ and one gave him 
Away,“ receiving, it is said, a considerable 
sum fortbeinformation; and so at last Lerada 
was coptured and soon after was shot near 
the biidge crossing the river passing this 
city. He besged earnestly for his life, one 
person assuring me that he olfered to liqui- 
datethe American debtif released. Butit 
was of no use; his death was inevitable, and 
while protesting that his actions had been for 
the goud of the Indians, whose chief he was, 
the drums were rolled, a volley of musketry 
was heard, andthe career of Lerada was at an 
end. 

As to his wealth during his lifetime there 
are many stories. One isthat barrels of gold 
and silver were carried at his order to the 
mountains and there deposited by four men, 
who, after tinishing the work., were of course 
shot that it might not be divulged. There is 
at Santiogo an old man who tells that he, in 
company with another Aterio, came to Tepic 
in the nicht time, escorting Lerada and six 
joaded mules beavily laden with gold and sil- 
ver bars, brought trom the mountainsin the 
Vicinity of Santiago, and which were deposit- 
edin Lerada’s house; that after their arrival 
he was sent out to buy mescal, and as he had 
a Weakness for the“ vine celestial” he drank 
100 mum, got drunk and did not return to 
iduse. In the moroing the mules 

ound astray, Lerada was on 
wiy to Guadalsjara, and the other 

his companion, never was heard of 

| His ideas of discipline were as severe 
as his ideas on many other things. It was his 
custom to review his 24,000 Ludians on the 
first Sunday of every month, at S o’cloek a. 
m., and it Was expected that every man 
would be present or with a sufficient excuse. 
As they had to come from many leagues away 
it would not seem strange if there were many 
delinquents. On one occasion, at one of 
these reviews, when those present were in 
line, one unfortunate arrived ten minutes 
late. lle was called before the chief, and, 
after being reprimanded before the whole 
army, was led to a tree and shot. 

The family of Lerada, his wife and two 
dauchters, reside at San Luis. She is in very 
comfortable circumstances and is represented 
us a very lady-like and amiable person.

The Newport Ball in 1781. 
The Easy Ubair of Harper's for August. 

Tradition cherishes the name of Washing- 
ton's partner atthe Newport ball. He 89 
licited the honor of the hand of the beautiful 
Miss Champlin with a high- red, respectful 
courtesy which the incomparable waltzer of 
to-day might well emulate, and he asked his 

partner to name the dance. The lovely 
Champlin selected“ A Successful Campaign” 
—a dance in high favor—and astbe hero led 
out bis partner upon the floor, the French 
officers, with gracetul gullaniry, took the 
instruments fromthe musicians, and en ne 
while Washington snd the Champlin bowed 
and stepped and courtesied in the minuet. 
She hid — eves, said the Prince de 
Lreslie, asweet meutb, a perfectly shaped 
face, fixe figure, pre ty foot and an air alto- 
gether attroctive. She was dressed and coifed 
with taste: that is to sey,“ adds the true 
Parisitn, ‘fala Franca‘se;” and she spoke 
the yrince’s language. 

A quarter of a century ago the grindaon of 
thut famous beauty was living in her father’s 
house, where Washington took tea on the 
evening of the ball. It had been the house of 
five successive generations, and on one of the 
windows—memorial windows were they all— 
was still legivle, scratched with a diamond, 
the name of Betsey Haliburton. The name of 
another of the belles whom the Frenchman 
saw is familiar from thutof the famous library 
founded by A raham Redwood. His daughter 
was ‘exceedingly beautiful,’’ and tradition 
deciares, Without fear of denial, that sailors, 
stepping ashore from long sea-vovages, lifted 
their bats as she passed, and gazed as if they 
hud seen an angel. Boys of a generation be- 
fore that which the 2 Chair recalls, re- 
membered a grave old lade mixing wine and 
ecgs and sugar in a pan, then stepping into 
the paddock where the cow was grazing, and 
returning with a foamiug svilabub. It was 
the beautiful Redwood, the friend of the 
Champlin and of the daughters of William 
Klicry, who signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence, one of whom was the mother 
of Dr. Channing and the grandmother of 
the wife of Washington Alliston. There 
were other beauties Whose names survive. 

The Misses Hunter were “rivais in beauty 
and reputation” of the adorable Champlin, 
the elder of whom dresses as well, but not 
quite so freshly, perhips,’’-while the young- 
ger, it not ot so luity an air, “is a rose ia 
person.“ 

But the queen of the fuiiies was a Quaker 
Titania. Allthe French memoirs glow ard 
paipitate with the charms of Polly Lawton.

Geo. W. Childs has of tate secured fresh au- 
tographic treasures for his collection, already 
rich, in including complete manuscripts of 
Dickens, Harriet Martineau, Lowell, Wiliiam 
Goldwin and Frederika Bremer, not to speak 
of f ents and letters by countless celebri- 
ties of this and bygone ages. One r 
aceession which has already come to hand is 
a volume of Bulwer’s manuscript, containing 
the priface and the recast poemon “The 
Idea) World,”’ 8 the edition of 1849 of 
the * Pilgrims of the Rhine“ was introduced 
to the world of fact. Among the arrivals 
sbortly expected from Eng:and is the auto- 
graph album of Mrs. Hall, wife of Samuel 
Carter Hall, the editor fur many years of the 
London Art Journal. It contains memorials 
of about two bundred of the best known con- 
temporories of the lamented lady. Mr. Childs 
secures it by purchase from her husband, and 
isto receive, in addition, a number of most 
valuable specimens from that gentleman’ 
own collection. 


A unique and interesting volume is that 
u beiein the Bulwer manuscripts are en- 
shrined—a gorgeous volume as far as crimson 
leather, gilding, violet watered silk and elab- 
orate W 1 are concerned—a verita- 
bie jewel casket. ut the tracery of the cov- 
crs falls into insignificance before the tracery 
of the noble novelis.’s pen, wherein the 
spcculator may study personality in the lines 
and the student may learn how thoughts take 
shape through the erasures, while even the 
careless must be beguiled for a moment into 
musing anent the aspirations and the convic- 
tions that guided the hand of the writer. In 
the mere mecbanical details singularities may 
be observed. Itis strange that a man who 
bad published as much as Bulwer had in 1849 
should write his preface on both sides of his 
paper. Yet he did so, and in preparing 
the leaf the binder has ent a great 
square from the heavy mounting piper, 
so that the original sheet—one of fine vluish 
foo'scap—is beld by a narrow margin, both 
surfaces thus remainiog legible. This habit of 
writing **backed copy’’ is again noticeable in 
the poem. Every one cf the notes in which 
the author makes bis usual display of erudi- 
tion was written on the reverse of the pre- 
ceding page. As the work appeared the 
verses were divided into seven parts by ana- 
Iytical beadings. These appear to have been 
an afterthought, as they are all quite evi- 
dently interlineuxtions, and one is even found 
on the back of a,sheet like the notes. It may 
be that they were contemplated in the origi- 
nal p'an, but in that case one must consider 
that the delineator of The Ideal World““ 
was so spurred on by that which served him 
in lieu of inspiration that he had to return 
when the course was run to note the mile- 
stones on the way. 

Coming fromthe man who has been the 
huttof satirists and critics from Thackeray 
down on axccountof bis pomposity, turgidity 
and mysticism, tbe note which he prefixes tu 
ih se verses is amusing. It has been read by 
thousands and may be seen in any edition 
which sdopts the alterations made in the new 
edition, but as it wanders duwn a page of 
foolscap in his own handwriting it produces 
ail the effects of a regretful confession. The 
words are: 

To the former editions of this tale was 
prefixed a poem on »The Ideal,’ which had 
the worst faults of the author's earliest com- 
positions in verse. The present poem (with 
the exception of a very few lines) bas been 
entirely rewritten, and bas at least the com- 
parative merit of being less vague in the 
thought and less uvpolisbedin the diction 
tban that which it replaces. 

„Elms, 1819.“ 

Bulwer appears to have thought that with 
maturity clearaess came to him; few will 
grant that“ Ernest Maltravers,” the“ Strange 
Story, or“ Lucretin““ is preferable in this 
respect to P'elbam' or **Paul Clifford.” 

As to tbe caligrephy little need be said. 
The traditional spider track would aptly ap- 
ply to certain pages as they appear at first 
unc, butall are readable enough, and the 
pen seems to have run easily and the hand 
moved boldly. The number of correction 
und erasuresis astonishingly small for versiti- 
cation, and the idea gains strength thata 
rough draft had been prepared. But it is 
certain that this is the manuscriptfrom which 
the work Was printed, for the compositors’ 
names are immortalized on the corners of the 
bop es. 


Remarkable Scene at a Funeral.

During the funeral services atthe Green- 
ville (N. J.) Evangelical church, over the re- 
mains of Wolfgang st«tcel, a member of the 
order of Knights of Pvthias, a thunderbott 
struck the building, decending to the ground 
at the side of the church by way of the light- 
ning- rod.

Not know- 
ing the (ffect of ber first shot, the woman 
fired again, and would have shot a third time, 
but was prevented by her little son, who re- 
membered that there were only three Cart- 
ri¢gesin the weapon. The alarm was then 
communicated to her neighbors, who came 
and stood guard over the wretch until his 
desth. 

The deceascd burelar Kas a roughly- 
Cresscd fellows, "Ah sandy moustache and 
Poalce, YotluL, brisily beard, dark-brown 
bair, aged about 53, and five feet eight inches 
in teiebt. From his appearanee he resem- 
bled the fellow who robbed the widow one 
vear ago. and bis familiarity with the prem- 
ises and the habits of the family also indicated 
the seme thing. With the coming of daylight 
the neighbors thougbt they recognized him 
us Jack Muiden, a fellow who bas heretofore 
been ur der suspicion, and a committee was 
directed to notify his widow of the calamity 
which had befallen her husband. When 
tbey reached the house Maiden himself invited 
them in, and uponsheepishly owning up to 
the object of their visit, the wife presented 
them with a large slice of her mind. 

W hen the robber was shot he had in his 
band a large club, and in the fall his forehead 
struck upon the sharp corner of a rail which 
he bad brought along to break the door down, 
inflicting a severe cut. IIe retained his grasp 
upon the club until his death, holding it up 
as if instinctively guarding against attack. In 
appreciation of ber good luck and bravery a 
subscription has been started by her neigh- 
bors for the purpose of paying the widow a 
substantial tribute. 

To-day the remains were identified by the 
police authorities of this citv as those of 
Charles L. Cook, alias Miller O’Brien, a party 
well known in eriminal circles. Among 
those viewing the body were ola Mr. Jones 
and wife. They recognized him as the fellow 
who entered their farm-house some months 
ago, bound and gagged them both, and then 
plundered the premises.

VICE IN WASHINGTON.

Private Harems Maintained at Public 
Expense by Big Officials. 
Washington Letter to the New York Sun. 

Secretary Windom is the single Cabinet of- 
ficer Who ts pronounced in favor of a speedy 
und radical reform of the civil service. Nor 
is it an inspiration proceeding from the at- 
tempt to kill the President. It is a standing 
complaint of the Secretary of the Treasury 
that the larger part of his time and nearly all 
bis patience are exhausted in giving heed to 
applicants for office. This he characterizes 
es anever-ending nuisance and something so 
vicious as to be utterly beyond description. 
Nor does tbe Secretary disguise his wonder 
that things are no worse than they are, con- 
sidering bow and what men get into the pub- 
lic service. It is not understood that Mr. 
Windom has yet provosed a way to reform 
these abuses. Perhaps, like the rest of them, 
he intends to take it out in talking. 

No Administration since the Goverament 
had au existence has so openly or grossly 
violated its professions in this regard as the 
present. It made itself directly notorious 
tor doing, in a particularly conspicuous man- 
ner, precisely What it was solemnly pledged 
not to do. lu tbis way it set an example that 
cannot fail to bear fruit. A state of de- 
moralization early ensued which has shown 
apd wiil continue to show itself in various 
ways. When menactas though there were 
no morals in politics, they go adrift them- 
selves. und by their example infect others 
and thus work a public injurv. Probably 
Secretary Windom perceives the force of 
these simple precepts, and being himseif 
ratheran old-tasbioned man in education 
and practice, is more disposed than others to 
apply lessons of experience, and try todo 
something to correct some of the worse 
abuses, at least. 

Could everything be laid bare relating to 
appointments in Wasbington, to say nothing 
of what exists elsewhere, the unsuspecting 
portion of the people would be appalled. 
Not only is there incompetence inthe public 
service, but immorality, vice, wickedness. 
What would simple-minded people sav were 
the told that the wages of sin are borne on 
the pay-rolls of departments; that appoint- 
ments are made and persons kept in office 
on grounds that would put to shame the face 
of virtue and shock every true moral senti- 
ment? Not only dothese things exist, but 
to an extent that few outside of Washington 
suspect. It is difficult to describe the 
real state of the case. The ramifications 
of these things are so extensive that 
it would be difficult to say with any certainty 
where thev do not reach. They permeate the 
entire public service in Washington. The 
readers that would not be shocked at a recit- 
ol of even part of tbe truth are few. Indeed, 
the truth cannot be told. Well may one want 
to know ifsuch things can be and nothing 
come of it? What would virtuous-minded 
citizens think if it were proven that not only 
one but dezens, more truly scores, of cases 
exist, as a sample whereof one may be cited, 
to-wit: an officer in a responsible ofticial 
position having his mistress borne on the rolls 
of one of the departments. Let it be repeat- 
cd, this is not a single case. There are many 
and many! Well may the virtuous-minded 
Ohio boy from Minnesota lift up his hands in 
amazement in view of practices and facts 
which he need make no effort to find out. 


Two Fools in Trouble. 
St. Johns (N. F.) Dispatch to N. . Herald. 

The ocean dorv City of Bath arrived at Tre- 
passey, N. F., this morning, after performing 
the first portion of her perilous voyage frem 
the United States to France. The frail and 
tiny ship is barely fourteen feet long, and was 
built at Bath, in the State of Maine, after 
which place she is named. Hercrew are two 
men. The rest of the little vessel’s company 
consists of acat. On July 5 the dory reached 
Georgetown, Me. She took her departure 
fromthat port for Havre onthe 7th of July, 
With Seguine light bearing west-northwest. 
Ateo’clock on the evening ofthe same day 
the Citv of Bath was headed for her trans- 
atlantic destination. On the 15th a heavy 
vale Was encountered, blowing first from the 
westward and then suddenly changing to the 
northwest. The storm was accompanied by 
1 very heavy sen, to which 
the littſe dory very nearly succumbed. 
The position of the little vessel at this 
time was in latitude 42 deg. 49 min. north and 
longitude 50 deg. 30 min. west. The dorv 
could not be laid to, and her crew were com- 
pelled to run her before the wind and sea. 
Several large ships were passed lying tounder 
lower and clese-reefed topsails. On the 17th 
the wind veered round to the southward and 
the City of Bath was headed for the New- 
foundland coast. Sbe was severely strained 
and was in a perilously leaky condition. The 
clothes of the crew, their wraps and all their 
provisions were drenched and saturated with 
sea water. On the I%th the feline element of 
the ship’s company was washed overboard, 
and although every effort was made to rescue 
her,@**poor puss,” had to be abandoned to 
her fate. On the 2!st Cape Race was sighted, 
and at5 o’clock en the evening of the 22d the 
harbor of Trepassew was safely entered, and 
the hospitable land was once more taken pos- 
session of by the wet and weary tars. 

The two men are named Jobn Turner and 
Ivan Olson. The former was dangerously ill 
for some time from constant exposure to 
Wind and water, but he is now rapidly im- 
proving. Aiter the City of Bathis repaired,the 
lenkage stopped, the clothes of the crew dried 
and renovated end a fresh stock of provisions 
secured and placed on board, she will resume 
her voyage across the Atlantic to the coast of 
France. Ifshe should live out the storms 
and dangers of the ill-famed Bay of Biseay 
she will in all probability 
harbor of Havre. f

Big Property-Owners Who Enjoy Life 
at Long Branch. 
Leiter to New York Tribune. 

Leal estate at Long Branch is being put up 
some hut recklessly onthe strength of sev- 
eral new men — wealth having built or 
hought there within the past year. Laud is 
bela at about $4,000 an acre for half a mile 
back from the beach, most of it worth about 
51.500. Prices on the ocean front are wholly 
arbitrary, generally about $100 a front foot. 
Anacreis commonly reckoned at sixteen 
New York building lots, er rising 200 feet 
square. The cotteges on the ocean front 
scuth of the West End Hotel are, in order, 
Leeeh’s, Gen. A. Webb’s, Brice Gray“. Woer- 
ishoffer’s, Nathan's, Seligman’s, Drexel’s, 
Leech’s, the three Curtises—father and two 
sons—Henderson’s (the theater man), Nehe- 
mioh Perry’s, Brokaw’s, Billings’, Wright’-, 
Barbour’s, Grant’s, Fahnestock’s, Amos Cut- 
ting’s, Garrison’s, Moses Taylor’s, his son- 
in-law, Winthrop’s, Hard’s (the coffee man), 
and, passing the Eiberon cottages, Garland’s, 
Victor Neweome’s and Horace White’s. 
Here are twenty-seven places on the ocean 
front. No houses on this side are encounter- 
ed till we «ome to Deal. 

On the opposite side, separated by the great 
drive from the ocean lawns, are these cot- 
tuges, beginning below the club-house at tbe 
West End Hotel: Daniel Dougherty’s, cost 
$22,000, with about four acres. Behind it are 
the four new cottages put up last year by 
Walter S. Green. Next the two Sternbergers’, 
and beyond the dam Charlotte Rhodes’, 
Geotry’s, Miss Billings’ Pullman’s, Grant’s, 
recently sold for $25,000, Blumenthal’s, L. B. 
Brown’s, Thomas Murphy's. Tbe Elberon 
cottages and stables extend to the ditch oppo- 
site Neweeme’s. 

Figures and “ points“ on some of these 
bouses have been given me, as to.lows: Com- 
modore Garrison’s “ cottage“ - rather, marine 
ville—cost $70,000; Fahnestock’s, of the First 
National Bank. was bought for $24,000 nearly 
MO ears ago, aud has cost $15,000 since; 
Child’s pretty blue cottage cost $18,000 oriz- 
ingliv; now represents 525,000. Amos Cut- 
tirg’s, on Senator Jones’ old lot, cost $35,- 
600; Moses Taylor’s cost $40,000, and, adding 
bis son-in-law Wintbrep’s and the two lawns, 
stands for $125,000. This is one of the Boston 
Winthreps. George M. Pullman’s cottage 
and double lawns, on both sides the drive, 
represent $67,500. Murphy's cottage and 
gre uncs, also couble,cost in flush times $80, - 
(GO; the stable cost 512,000 and the billiard 
hali $10,000. The numerous small cottages 
sround the Eiberon Hotel cost in dull years 
$2,250 to $4,000 apiece. Judge Hilton’s pur- 
chase scuth of the Elberon Hotel, 350 feet by 
„ut 800 feet, cost him recently $30,000, or 
$100 per front foot. He bought it of V. New- 
ccme, Who made $8,000 by the operation. 

Hilton bas also got 600 feet across the road, 
on both sides, bringing his purchase up tv 
405,000; itis guessed be designs to build 
-: meftime a hotel here. Mr. Francklyn, of 
the Elberon Hotel, bought 450 feet front on 
the ocean side vears ago for $32,000. That 
hotel, notwithstanding its bigh charges, has 
turned away more desirable guests this year 
than it bas aecommodated. John Hoey, not 
lopg szo, paid $24,000 for a property at the 
East End, nextto the Brighton Hotel, for 
which he has since refused $65,000. He also 
bougbt uinety-seven acres at sheriff’s sale for 
$20,000, and sold only eigbt acres of it to Mr. 
Garrison for $25.000. William Garrison is to 
build a Jouse on the tall hill near Mary 
Adams’ cottage. Mrs. Adams has sold some 
of her land for $1,000 per acre. The high pla- 
teau of ground belonging to Louis J. Phillips, 
the fur dealer, with 3,300 feet upon the ocean, 
south of settled Long Branch, has been with- 
in the past fortnight added to T. Murphy's 
farm immediately back of it, and formed into 

he Ejberon Land and improvement Com- 
panv., having a united tract of 655 ucres, 
cupital $500,000. E. L. Brown, the builder, 
Whose nume was punned into Elberon, is ex- 
pected to be the president. South of this 
property Dickson, an original Jersey farmer, 
has A0 fect front by 900 deep on the oceun 
side for which he bas refused $30,000. At 
Deal Village, Allen, the hotel-keeper, sold 
lust year seventeen-twentieths of an acre for 
2. 500, and the buyer sold half his purchase 
forthe same amount. Bradley, the projector 
of Asbury Park, gave $80,000 fur his tract of 
several huncred acres, and lots are now sell- 
ing in it, 50 feet by 120, for $1,500 apiece. 


Dancing at Saratoga.

The hops here have been unusually lively 
for so early a stage of the season. It must be 
remembered thatthe Saratoga season does 
not begin as early asat Newport and Long 
Branch. The United States Hotel had its first 
hop on the evening of the 16th, which was 
especially lively, and gnother on Tuesday 
evening of this week, and will 
have them on Tuesdays and Saturdays through 
the season.

Ir this is asearon of great peril, we presume 
Gov. CRITTENDEN is justified in calling the 
railway end «xpress managers together to 
confer with them as to the best means of sup- 
pressing the railway bandits of this State. At 
this writing we are not advised as to the 
result of the meeting at the Southern Hotel. 
The Governor has already made public the 
fact that the State is to some extent unable 
to cope with its malefactors. Thereisa 
fund upon which he can draw for small 
rewards when the names of depredators are 
known, and out of which he can reimburse 
officers engaged on requisition service, etc., 
but thereis nothing authorizing the employ- 
ment of State detectives. Then there isa 
radical defect in our legislation. The 
first duty that the State owes to its citizens 
is protection of life and property. For this 
chiefly governments are established and for 
this, most assuredly, taxes are collected. 
We have in Missouri railway companies 
that pay into the State treasury as much as 
$50,000 per year in the shape of taxes. To 
ask these companies to load there trains down 
with armed guards or to contribute toa 
fund to be used in bunting down and bring- 
ing to justice the men who rob their iron 
boxes and murder their employes is the 
sublimity of impuden e, to say the least. If 
the State will release them from taxation 
they will probably undertake to bea law 
within themselves. They will see to it that 
their trains are protected. But of course the 
State can’t think of doing anything so absurd 
as this. Thenthe duty of Missouri is a plain 
one. Every dollar that the State can com- 
mand must be employed, if needs be, in mak- 
ing travel as safe here as it is in other 
countries with no greater claim to civilization. 
Outlaws must be taught that they can no 
longer pillage and murder here with impunity. 
If the courts and the civil processes are such 
that the Statecannot cope with her murder- 
ous ruffians, then the time has arrived for 
martial law. Ifthe report goes abroad that 
Missouri is an armed camp with the Governor 
in command, with authority to court-martial 
and shoot offenders at will and according to 
his own notion of justice, we think the lonz- 
haired gentlemen who gallop about and break 
the monotony of their lives by plundering 
railway trains will give us a wide berth. 


WE can not agree withthe (Globe-Demo- 
crat when it says that CHESTER A. ARTHUR 
stands before the country in a better light 
now than he did before the attempt upon the 
life of President GARFIELD. “There has 
been,“ says our contemporary, “a discussion 
of bis character which has greatly elevated 
him in public esteem.“ This is notso. Of 
course the country has had time to reconcile 
itself. When the report of the assassin’s 
pistol rang through the country everybody 
was shocked at the thought of having the 
Presidency turned over to such a creature as 
ARTHUR: but as all calamities are softened 
as we nerve ourselves to meet them, so this 
possible change in the administration of the 
Government has ceased to some extent to 
terrify. Vice is a monster of such hideous 
mien as to be hated needs but to be seen, 
but seen too oft,” etc. The same may 
be said of an off-color Vice-President. 
No amount of discussion can wipe out the 
record made by Mr. ARTHUR in New York 
politics. No amount of whitewashing can 
remove the stain that JOHN SHERMAN placed 
upon bim when he virtually held him up 
before the country as an incompetent Custom- 
house official. That meant corruption, and 
corruption in the customs service simply 
means thievery. Mr. ARTHUR is a New York 
City politician. His manners are those of the 
ward cadi and his methods those of the ward 
bummer. His associations have all been bad. 
It is true that Prince Ha thréw off his evil 
companions and became a worthy ruler as 
HNW V., but it is stretching the im- 
agination too severely to attempt to 
picture ARTHUR as eitber a wise, 
cautious, or prudent Chief Magistrate. 
He has the taint of low _ politics 
about bim and his intellect is too 
small to enable bim to grasp public 
affairs on a large scale. Ia the Presi- 
dential chair he would be but little 
better than the Mock Duke” of the play.

COMMISSIONER MAXON. 

A reporter of the POsST-DISPATCH con- 
versed with Police Commissioner Maxon this

attitude toward Captain Daily, 

Mr. Maxon said: 

„That is a matter which I think itis not 
well for the public interest to say much 
about. Certainly public interest is not very 
much concerned init. I donot wish to sav 
whether or not a resolution was ever intro- 
duced at the board for the resignation 
of Captain Daly. I will say this 
much, that the question of  reli- 
gion or politics never entered into 
any discussion at that board touching the 
efficiency of an officer. The board -has its 
reasons for discussing the relative efticiency 
of the leading men in the department, and it 
endeavors to select the most efficient men for 
the chief places.“ 

Commissioner Maxon further said: 

J have been always in favor of abolishing 
the executive sessions of the board. The 
public sbould know direct how things are 
done and what is said at that board. There 
are but few matters calling for an executive 
session, such as the plan of some secret ser- 
vice for arrest or an inquiry upon charges 
affecting the conduct of an officer. In the 
latter case only the conclusion reached by 
the board should be made public, as the pub- 
lication of ex-parte statements would lead to 
injury. The question of open sessions will, 
I think, be brought up again to-day,and 1 
shall vote in favor of it. With regard to the 
suppression of gambling you had better 
consult the Mayor and Mr. Kin- 
kead if you Want to know 
why no steps have been taken to enforce the 
law. For my part Jam free to say that I 
never could see why the Chief of Police could 
not go on and suppress the gambling houses 
witbout waiting for instructions from the 
board. The lawis clear enough. Whenever 
the question of taking steps to enforce the 
law has been before the board in 
my presence I have voted squarely in favor 
of going ahead. It has been raised sometimes 
when no full board was in attendance and for 
lack of a majority vote the matter has been 
delayed. It will be fully determined to-day, 
however.“

Gov. Crittenden and the Railroe d 
Magnates in Council.

What Shall Be Done to Rid Missouri ot 
Train Robbers? 


The meeting of railroad men called by the 
Governor atthe Soutbern this morning was 
not distinguished by haste or precipitation, 
Gov. Crittenden was down inthe rotunt: 
early this morning, where he was met by « 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter. | 

He declared his intention to do everfthin: 
that the law would permit to crush out on. 
lawry in Missouri, and tbat it was not amon, 
bis desires that Missouri should be re 
named the Robber State under his ai- 
ministration. He reiterated what he 


bad before stated, that the railroads 
ought to be especially vigilant in seeing that 
tbeir employes were not syinpathizers with 
the train robbers, and that the various coun- 
ties would be called upon to exert them: 
selves to the utmost. ‘The Governor contin- 
ued to walk around and wait for the railroad 
magnates. At 10 a. m. they began to gather. 
at 10:15 a. m. a little knot had collected, and, 
with the Goveruor atthe head, they started 
up stairs, their destination being the gentir- 
men’s parlor. Gov. Crittenden informed the 
reporter that the gentlemen had alreacy half 
decided to make the meeting 1 private one, 
but tbat they could fully settle this matter 
and announce their decision ina few min- 
utes. After a short time he came down Stairs 
again, got telephone connection with A. A. 
Talmage, but did not receive much of an an- 
swer. He went upstairs again, apparently 
not satisfied with the number of rail- 
road men who had met here. 
The latter, bowever, continued to drop in, 
and wbentbe Governor called the meeting to 
order at 10:90 a. m., the following gentlemen 
sat around the table: J.C. Gault, Genera! 
Manager, and W. H. Blodgett, Attorney of 
the Wabash road; C. H. Chappell, 
Assistant General Manager of the C. 
and A.: J. J. Mitchell, of the Madison 
county ferry, who revues the C. and X.: 
J. B. Carson, of the Hannibal and St. Joe; C. 
W. Rogers, Second Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
eisco; D. T. Parker, of the United States 
Express; General Superintendent Kimball 
and M. A. Londe, Attorney, both of the Rock 
Island road. Mr. A.W. Soper was represent- 
ed by proxy. 

A. A. Talmage did not attend the gather- 
ing. Hecame into the hotel while the meet- 
ing was in progress, remained around fifteen 
or twenty minutes on other business, but did 
not go to the meeting. 

Inafew minutes the Governor sent out word 
to the waiting reporter that the decision had 
been that.an executive session would be held 
and thatthe door would have to be closed. 
He expressed his willingness, however, to 
tell everything that ought to be told after the 
meeting was over. 

The mecting remained in session nearly 
three hours. At 1:15 p. m. the gentlemen al! 
walked down stairs together. ‘The Governor 
was sorry that he could no: fulfil his prom- 
ise to the letter, but he said it was an 
executive session, that not much 
had been done, and that 
the meeting had simply adjourned for a short 
while. 

Nou may say,’’ said the Governor, “that I 
will do all in my power us Chief Executive 
and that the railroads will aid and abet me in 
my action.“ 

“What was the general tenor of the meet- 
ng? 

„Well, we were unanimously of the opin- 
ion that brigandage and train robbery ought 
to be crushed out in Missouri. We were 
pretty thoroughly convinced that the thieves 
and robbers haa not possession of the State, 
and that a determined effort was all that 
was necessary to rid us of them. 
Finally, we were unanimous that we were 
voing to leave no stone unturned to seethat 
travel and traffic were safein every inch of 
this State.“ 

M hat do the railroads propose to do?“ 

“We have hardly got that far 
yet. We have been talking informally, 
and the adjournment was taken to allow us 
to meet some gentlemen who were unavoida- 
bly absent this morning, but who will be 
with us this afternoon.”’ 

“Was anything said about the amount of 
money tbe railroads would furnish or how 
they would cooperate?!“ 

Well, we hardly got that far, and we have 
agreed not to say anything, at least just yet. 
Just state that we are doing everything in 
our power and that there is every prospect of 
our hitting upon a feasible, and I hope a suc- 
cessful plan.“ 

Allof the other men who attended the 
meeting were approacbed, and they all de- 
clared that it had been decided not to 
say anythsg until more had been 
done. Mr. Carson, of the lan- 
nibal and St. Joe road, declared 
last night that his view was that the State 
ought to be able to protect the property of 
the tax-payers; thatit was the State’s duty 
so to do, and that when it ceasedto be able 
to accomplish this, that it ceus- 
ed to e a State. lie said thut 
he would take this ground at the meeting. 
and would stick to it. Other railroad men 
are, however, inclined to assist as far as they 
are able, this being understood to be the 
general interest. The gentlemen whose 
presence is awaited and for whom the 
adjournment was probably made, are Capt. 
. S. Haves, senior ‘vice-president of 
all the Gould lines, and A. A. Talmage, of 
the Missouri Padific. These two were in con- 
sultation this morning, and Goe. Crittenden 
saidthatthey had promised to attend the 
afternoon session. 

The morning meeting adjourned until 3 
P. m. for dinner. At the latter hour the ses- 
sion has again begun with a large attendance. 
The meeting is held with closed doors, and

The opening of the Union Elevator in East 
St. Louis this afternoon was attended by a 
large body of merchants; in fact, every 
face familiar on Change was to be 
seen there.

The 
new elevator is one of the institutions of 
East St. Louis and is better known as the C.. 
B.andQ. Its principal owner, Mr. D. F. 
Grier, is from Peoria and is one 
of the best-known men in 


the Western grain trade. He is heavily 
backed in tbis enterprise, and there is no 


doubt that the elevator will have to be en- 


lurged within two years. Its present cap icity 
is One million five hundred thousand bushels. 
At3o’clock to-day it was full of people, 
a delegation of a hundred Western gra.h pro- 
ducers and twenty-four ofthe leading merch- 
ants of Peoria being also present. As soon 
as the guests were all assembled Mr. 
Grier made a short speech 
of welcome. He teld those 
present what the elevator started to do and 
how to doit, and welcomed them in a very 
neat and short speech. Mr. McEnnis follow- 
ed, responding on behalf of the Exchange in 
an equaliy sbort address in which he 
predicted a glorious future for the grain 
trade of St. Louis and remarked that he con- 
sidered the opening of the Union Elevator 
only as the promise of what the coming years 
woul4 bring to this city. 

Gov. E. O. Stanard then took the stand and 
held the audience to the closest attention 
while he pictured forth what the mighty 
commerce of St. Louis was and what 
it would he. His speech was 
able and thorough, fully _presenting 
the argument for the water route to the sea 
and proving inexorably that this city must be- 
come the grain metropolis of America. 
When he had finished he was cheered tuml- 
tuously and the next ceremony was the turn- 
ing of the steam into the engines of the eieva- 
tor and starting the work, Which was done by 
McEnnis. The steam whistled 


with all the auguries propitious. 

An elegant lunch, with all the accessories, 
bad been spread in one of the hails by 
Tony Faust, and the uttention 
of the guests was now directed in this new 
direction. Full honor was done to the 
spread and the visitors separated at a late 
hour predicting all sorts of good fortune to 
Mr. Grier aud his enterprise.

The scalpers continue to sell first-class 
tickets to New York at $1625, or one-third 
less than the regular fare, which is stoutly 
maintained at all the offices of roads running 
east.

It will not oecur, however, while Eastern 
passenger travel continues so heavy at regular 
rates. The tickets with which the scalpers’ 
m-:rket is flooded at present emanate from the 
Broadway offices of all the grest Eastern 
roads except the Pennsylvania Central. That 
line will not under any circumstances issue a 
round-trip ticket, and it stands alone on that 
platform. The scalpers here have been fur- 
nished with tbe return end of the round trip 
coupon, New York to St. Louis, and they of- 
fer them over every road, except the Vanda- 
lia, Which isthe connecting line with the 
Pennsylvania Central. The Baltimore and 
Ohio and the New York Central roads furnish 
the greater number of these return coupons, 
and it will necessarily result in rate demoral- 
ization in the future.
